The edict went out from Camp Gor- 
don yesterday that no outsiders will 
be permitted to have concessions of any 
sort within the'limits of the canton- 
ment. This order is final, and will‘not 
be rescinded under any circumstances, 
it was officially announced. 

Since the establishment of the can- 
tonment here, division officers have 
been dombarded with requests for per- 
mission to establish in the camp limits 
private booths for the sale of almost 
every conceivaDdle article that’s to be 
found in a modern department store 
By letter and telegram and by personal 
visits to headquarters have come hun- 
dreds of requests from. prospective 
storekeepers who look for a financial 
harvest in the sale of merchandise to 
the soldiers of the new national army. 

The requests became so numerous and 
the prospective comcessionaires became 


that the matte® wee made the ‘subject 
for special discussion by the division 
officers. The result was the ultimatum 
that absolutely: no concessions of any 
sort will be granted. The army offi- 
cials will themselves direct the sale of 
whatever goods they see fit to let the 
soldiers have.

Charlton County Promises to 
Spend Dollar for Every 
Dollar Contributed. 


Waycross, Ga., August 31.—(Special.) 
Early solution of the problem con- 
fronting the Central Dixie highway 
running from Macon to Jacksonville 
via Fitzgerald, Waycross and Folks- 
ton, was seen following an enthusias- 
tic conference at the chamber of com- 
merce today. 

Clark Howell, of Atlanta, and W. T. 
Anderson, of Macon, the Georgia Dixie 
Highway commissioners, were present 
with a number of county officials from 
along the route and others interested 
in the improvement of .the highway.

Alex King Says Mr. Small 
Errs as to Bench History 


Editor Constitution: In his communica- 
tion on the federal judges on the editorial 
page of this morning's Constitution, the 
writer, Mr. Small, kas lapsed from his usual 
accuracy and thus unwittingly done a@ grave 
injustice to Judge Don A. Pardee. 

The article is calculated to create the 
impression that Judge Pardee was appointed 
judge by President Hayes as a reward for 
Judge William B. Woods, then a resident of 
political services in connection with the Til- 
den-Hayes contest of 1876. This is an error. 

In the first place, Judge Pardee was not 
appointed to the federal bench by President 
Hayes. He was appointed by President Gar- 
field in the spring of 1881 to fill the vacancy 
oceasioned by the appointment of Circuit 
Atlanta, who had been elevated to the Unit- 
ed States supreme court bench by President 
Hayes in the preceding winter. 

Another person was originally nominated 
by the president as Judge Woods’ successor 
and his confirmation was opposed on the 
ground that he had been an. active political 
This nomination was withdrawn 


and President Garfield, who had been in- 


-augurated in March, 1851, nominated instead 


Judge Pardee, who had served with him jn 
the federal army and who had filled for 
twelve years the position of judge of the 
state bench of Louisiana, and enjoyed the 
confidence of both democrats and republicans 
as an impartial, upright judge. 

Judge Pardee was not a judge in New 
Orleans. He resided at Carrollton and had 
‘an“outside district. : 

I have heard prominent democratic law- 
yers in New Orleans speak of Judge Par- 
dee’s career, before he went on the federal 
bench, as a state judge, and they concur as 
to his fairness and ability and ae to the 
fact that while judge he take 
any part in active politics. 

‘Mr. Small is, therefore, 
in aligning him with the 
den-Hayes matter. |

when Judge Woods was circuft Judge and 
recollect well his’ resignation and the ap- 
pointment of his SUCCESSOT; and, knowing 
the facts, I think it a duty to correct this 
error which unintentionally does grave injus- 
tice to an upright and able-judge, who, at an 
advanced age, still brings to bear unimpaired 
faculties, coupléd with ripe experience, |to 
the public service.

SLIPPING CARTILAGE. 

Between the heads of the bones forming 
the knee joint are buffers of cartilage which 
sometimés become displaced and give a lot of 
trouble. I saw a case of this kind the other 
day. Of course, the patient called it “rheu- 
matism.” Patient was thirty-eight years old 
and had suffered on and off with her “rheu- 
matism” for over twenty years. It had its 
origin in an injury, a sprain of the knee 
which had confined her to bed for two weeks 
when she was a little girl. Every little 
while since then her “rheumatism” came 
back, in this fashion: In making some tri- 
fling move with the knee, even turning in 
bed, or coming down stairs, she would suffer 
a& sudden pain, and the knee would lock in 
a partly bent position, and much swelling 
and inflammation would come on, laying her 
up for days sometimes, or subsiding after a 
few hours in milder attacks. 

Poor, credulous woman, she had swallowed 
countless “uric acid eliminatorse” and “rheu- 
matism remedies’’—whatever they may be— 
and many a perfectly ethical dose prescribed 
by more than one eminent authority on 
“rheumatism.” 

The loose cartilage in this instance could 
be very distinctly felt slipping in and out 
with certain carefully applied manipulations 
of the joint. The treatment was 2% ounces 
of U. S. P.- ether, an inch of good steel and 
about 20 ounces of plaster of Paris. The 
cartilage was glad to come out. The woman 
will have no more “rheumatism.” 

A physician who was himeelf subject to 
the condition describes it: 

“It has always been the result of a very 
Slight and indirect violence. This violence 
has always been applied so as to produce a 
twist at the knee. The most common cause 
has been striking the inside of the great toe 
against something when the knee has been 
slightly flexed (bent), the parts about the 
knee joint as relaxed as possible and the 
muscles thrown off their guard. I never 
suffered derangement when the knee was in 
a decided state of active motion.” 

When the cartilage becomes pinched by 
such slight accident, the knee may be bent 
further, but it cannot be straightened out. 
Occasionally the victim is unable to get the 
leg straight for weeks or months; some- 
times it suddenly slips and spontaneously 
straightens out; the surgeon may be able to 
relieve the een of the joint by intelligent 
manipulation with a view to releasing the 
pinched cartilage. 

Only a few -such cases demand surgical 
attack. The recent cases may be cured by 
the wearing of an elastic knee cap or better 
a firm bandage with a pad over the side of 
the joint on which the loose cartilage is felt.

The 
X-ray does not ferret out unknown things, 
as the charlatans like to have folks think. 
Do not squander your money or time on 
X-ray examinations unless advised by your 
physician. Eating crackers at night Is a!l 
right and will never dry up your . blood. 
Make ‘em bran crackers, or whole wheat, 
and they will tend to strengthen your blood.

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STIFF WARNING EIVEN 
GERMAN GOVERNMENT 


Unless Reforms Are Granted 
Majority in Reichstag 
Will Act. 


Copenhagen, August 31.—A warning 
that unless the German government 
heeds demands of the reichstag for re- 
majority parties will take 
measures, was given before the reichs- 
tag main committee on Wedneaday. 
Resolutions of the majority, introduced 
by Dr. Karl Heine, socialist, demanded 
‘for the fourth or fifth time abolition 
of the political censorship, and limita- 
tion of the military censorship to facts 
connected with the conduct of the war, 
and criticism thereof. This’ was held 
to be necessary because it is notorious 
that the military authorities exercise a 
sweeping political censorship of the 
German press on.the pretense that pub- 


‘lications of a political nature may af- 
'fect the military spirit of the people.

Herr Erz- 
berger asked whether Chancellor Mich- 
aelis assumed responsibility for what 
was said by the emperor. Foreign Sec- 
retary von Kuehlmann replied that the 
representative at Great Headquarters of 
the foreign office was informed con- 
cerning these speeches and that the 
chancellor assumed responsibility.

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CONTRACTS ARE LET 
FOR. S. SHIP YARD 


Yards to Cost $35,000,000 and 
Build Fabricated Steel 


Vessels. 


Washington, August 31.—Contracts 
for construction of three government- 
owned ship yards for building fabri- 
cated steel merchant vessele were 
awarded tonight by the shipping board’s 
emergency fleét corporation. They 
went to the Submarine Boat corpora- 
tion for a plant at Newark, N. J.; the 
American International corporation for 
one at Hog Island, Pa., and the Mer- 
chants’ Shipbuilding conrpany for one 
at Chester, Pa. 

The yards will cost $35,000,000 and the 
government is given an option to pur- 
chase the lands on which they are 
located. The builders of the yards are 
piven contracts for building in them 
00 ships. The prospects are that con- 
tracts for many more vesselg will be 
let when these are completed and more 
money is available. 

The submarine corporation will lay 
building 28 ships simulta- 
neously and will have facilities and 
equipment to turn out one 65,000 ship 
every two dhys after the first vessel 
is completed. 

The origin of the plan for construct- 
ing fabricated ships was outlined to- 
night by the National Shipbuilders’ as- 
sociation in a statement which said: 

“The plan was first suggested by 
Henry Sutphen, vice president of the 
Submarine corporation, to the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation, last April. It 
called for utilizing the facilities of 
structural steel ships that heretofore 
have been furnishing fabricated steel 
for bridge building, structural steel 
buildings, water towers and other con- 
struction. 

“Owing to the scarcity of ship steel 
in plates and shapes, on account of 
the large naval program under way, 
and the limited rolling capacity of the 
steel plants, the ships built. of struc- 
tural steel with parts fabricated from 
standardised patterns, thereby utiliz- 
ine*a large amount of labor both in the 
shops and in the field not employed in 
shipbuilding, has made possible the 
carrying out of the huge undertakin 
hema the contracts awarded today cal 
or. 

“By the standardized methods and 
employing this class of material and 
labor in the government-owned yards 
steel tonnage will be obtained oh a 
scale and in a period which has never 
before been contemplated.”

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Delegates for “Democracy 
and Peace” Still Seeking 
Convention City—May Go 
to Washington. 


Minneapolis. Minn., Angust 31.—The 
People’s Council of America for De- 
mocracy and Peace will attempt to ob- 
tain protection for its proposed nation- 
al peace conference in either Milwaukee 
or Chicago, preferably the latter, and 
failing, will bring the delegates to- 
gether in Washington, according to 
conflicting statements by leaders after 
a conference late today. 

While delegates straggled in from 
the west and a special] train carrying 
eastern delegates drew toward Chicago, 
leaders debated for hours behind 
barred doors over the question of a con- 
vention city. 

Finally an agreement was’ reached. 
““We are gorng to Chicago,” said some 
of the conferees. “We are going to 
Washington,” confided others. And the 
delegates who had left for Chicago 
were told over long-distance phone to 
remain there pending instructions. 

Still others hinted that a delegation 
might step in Milwaukee to look over 
the situation. 

Twenty-five of the committee mem- 
bers left for Chicago at 8 o’clock to- 
night. Other delegates departed on 
later trains. 

Excitement Fanned. 

Excitement of the last few days in- 
cident to Governor Burnquist’s order 
barring the peace conference from the 
state, North Dakota loyalty organiza- 
tions’ warning against meeting in that 
state, and Hudson, Wis., unceremonious 
expulsion of the delegates last night 
was but fanned by events of today. 

Indignant leaders demanded their 
“constitutional rights:” eastern and 
‘western delegates bombarded head- 


quarters here with telegrams and long- | 


} distance calls asking where the meeting 
would be held, and Louis» P. Lochner, 
secretary and official moyth-piece of 
the organization issued a statement 
warning. civil authorities that there 
“would be no further temporizing.” 

Mr. “Lochner said he had» telegraph- 
ed delegates to assemble in Washing- 
ton and that unless a suitable meeting 
place eould be found there, they would 
“assemble on the plaza in front of the 
capitol.” 

Previously he had said that the meet- 
ing undoubtedly would be held in Mil- 
waukee, several other organizers, in- 
fluenced, it.was said, by advices from 
Milwaukee that. a peace. conference 
there undoubtedly would result in mob 
violence, stood out strongly in favor of 
making Chicago the canvention city.
